after he allegedly scoffed at troop- 
ers who attempted to disperse a 
gathering of farmers 
in protest 


against the state tuberculin cattle 
test law. 
Hart had been turned over to 


Sheriff B. N. Hannah of Henry 
county who put him in the New 
London city jail. 
It was nt known where Hart! 
was taken 
by 
his 
liberators.' 


Troops were called -but most of 
the farmers who stormed the jail 
had left before the soldiers arriv- 
ed. 
Machine guns were at once 


mounted in the New London Park. 


Officers said they believed that 
among those who freed Hart were 
some Cedar and Des Moines coun- 
ty farmers. 
The militia in New London dis- 
persed the groups of farmers on 
the streets but school 
children | 
laughed at them. 
The 
soldiers 
had been sent to the Curtis Mc- 
Kinnlng farm about four miles 
from here to meet a group of 
about 150 farmers who at first at- 
tempted--to -prevent the testing of 
McKinnon'a cattle.

theatre some time Saturday after- 
noon. There 
was also a possi- 


bility that the matter might be

through 
the fact 
that placing 


such machines In public houses 
became a felony through an act 
of the last legislature that went 
into effect Aug. 22. 
The machine was placed on the 


left side of the theatre near the 
front by unknown parties, accord- 
ing to information secured from 
Manager G. L. Wood of the thea- 
tre., Monday, and was discovered 
when Doorman Will Jeffers no- 
ticed a peculiar odor and summon- 
ed the manager. 
Mr. Wood 
located the device 


within a few minutes, and city 
officers 
were called immediately 
and bc^an work on the cate. The 
generatcr 
wa.s a 
small square 


in the hands of the police. The 
theatre manager stated that the 
odor was noticeable in the the- 
atre only a short time, as a re- 
sult of the ventilating system, but 
that the continued action of the 
generation over a period of time 
might have resulted in a serious 
financial loss to the show, i/nce 
the gas from the generator at- 
tacks the woodwork and draperies 
of 
a show, and 
often 
requires 


their replacement. 


The theatre manager could ad- 
vance no theory as to why the 
generator might have been plant- 
ed in his showhouse. The house 
has been thoroughly cleaned since 
the generator was discovered and 
special chemicals were brought in 
Monday 
to 
offset 
all 
possible 


damage. 
City officers also investigated a 


report that a similar machine had 
been placed in the Ideal theatre 
Saturday afternoon but could find 
no trp.cc of a generator and only 
a very light trace of the nause-

calling on congress to modify the 
Volstead act to legalize manufac- 
ture and sale of light wines and 
beer. 


It 
was the legislature's 
first 


move for prohibition reform since 
the eighteenth amendment became 
operative. 


Passage of tho resolution was 


made possible by a coalition of 
republican and democratic mem- 
bers. 


Republican 
leaders 
of 
both 


houses caucused many times be- 
fore the resolution was moved. It 
was only by construing lhi> sen- 
ate rule to mean that a majority 
was not required on concurrent 
resolutions that passage was made 
possible. 


The resolution set forth that: 
"There is widespread sentiment 


throughout the nation toward a 
change in the Volstead act so as 
to legalize the manufacture and 
sale of flight wines and beers," 
and declared that, 


"A change in the Volstead act 


legalizing the 
manufacture and 


sale of light wines and beer will 
have the effect of saving millions 
of dollars to the federal govern- 
ment and states in enforcing the 
prohibition laws, and add millions 
of dollars in revenue to the gov- 
ernment which 
have been lost 


since the passage of the prohibi- 
tion amendment, and would pre- 
vent racketeering and general dis- 
regard of law."

General James V. Allred today arl- 
vined Comptroller George H. Shep- 
pard that interest on all taxes de-

Completion of a new water soft- 


ening and purification -unit lor the 
city of Corsicana water system has 
been announced within the past 
new plant has been in operation 


% lor .several days. 
«vjr Through ui.-e of the new plant, 


Corsicana water 
users are sup- 


plied with a much purer water, 
and with at least a 50 per cent re- 
duction in the amount of insoluble 
hardness that has been present in 
the water for several years, and 
will be saved the trouble with 
scale and curdling that has heen 
experienced in the past, in addi- 
tion to a large saving in the cit- 
izens' soap bill. 


With the completion of the latest 


unit at I^ake Halbert, the city now 
has equipment at the lake that ia 
valued 
at 
approximately 
$80,000 


and places its water system in the 
front rank of cities of the South- 
west. 
Construction 
of the new unit 
• was authorized under the adminis- 


tration of Mayor B. D. Wheelock, 
gnd actual work was started on 
the plant late in April, and was 
finally completed during the past 
week at a cost of approximately 
525,000. 
The plant -was designed 


by G. M. Crook, city sanitary en- 
gineer, and McClendon & PurneJl, 
consultant civil engineers. 
New Construction. 


The new construction consists of 


a new valve control house, a new 
aerator, mixing; basin, a new con- 
trol house at the filter plant, a 
second sedimentation basin, and 
the installation of two mechanical 
agitators, and a new soda-ash ma- 
chine used in the softening pro- 
cess. 
Klein Construction Compa- 


ny of Dallas were the builders of 
the new portion of the plant. 
The new valve control house Is 


located about midway between the 
old storage warehouse that has 
been rennovated and is now used 
to house the chemical supplies 
used at the lake which are pur- 
chased in carload lots for econ- 
omy and the main filter house. A 
huge valve is located near the 
control house and automatically 
regulates the flow of raw water 
from the lake to the sedimenta- 
tion basin. Immediately adjoining 
the valve house is a new aerator 
and basin, where the water passes 
through the air to remove much 
of its odor. 
Mixing Basin. 


Immediately adjoining the old 


filter house is the new -mixing bas- 
in where the proper quantities of 
lime and soda-ash are added to the 
raw lake water to remove 
its 


hardness content. 
At the extreme 


r-orth end of the old filter house, 
an addition has been built, 16 feet 
long and wide and 20 feet high. 
This structure is of brick 
and 


fireproof, and houses the machines 
which regulate the flow of chemi- 
cals into the v/ater. The second 
floor of the building houses the 
fc-ed bins and intermediate storage 
facilities, and is reached by a cir- 
cular steel stairway from the first 


the 
small 
room adjoining 
„„«,» formerly housed a part of 
the machinery, a small tield con- 
trol laboratory is to be installed. 
Just east of the old sedimentation 
basin is a new basin with a capac- 
ity of 350.000 gallons, constructed 
of re-inforced concrete. In each 
of the sedimentation basins a me- 
chanical agitator h»s been install- 
ed, speeding up the treating pro- 
cess.

Under 
the 
present procedure 


eight separate steps are included 
in the travels of the raw lake wa- 
ter from the lake to the city 
mains. It first flows through the 
main 
control 
valve, 
and then 


through the aerator, passing then 
to the mixing basin where soda 
ash and lime arc added. The wa- 
ter remains in the mixing basin 
about 20 minutes before passing 
to the first sedimentation basin, 
always under the impulse- of a me- 
chanical agitator whose tong pad- 
dles keep the water in motion. 
Capacity of 550,000 Gallons. 


The sedimentation basin has a 


capacity cf 350,000 gallons and it 
requires about four hours for wa- 
ter to pass through the various 
chambers and around the various 
baffles that aid in the coagulating 
process. Then the water is pass- 
ed through a sysem of valves into

where it picks up its quota

no longer capable of meet- 
ing 'the 
demands which 


were formerly made upon 
them. These demands must 
now be reduced to their ca- 
pacity. 
, 


Specific rules of conduct 


and definite instructions as 
to the adjustments which 
one must make have been 
avoided. It is not the pur- 
pose here to outline specific 
rules of conduct; it is rath- 
er to present a general fact 
or law and a principle of 
hygiene based 
upon 
that 


law. 
If one learns princi- 


ples, 
one 
can 
formulate 


rules with ease. 
It «eems 


better first to establish as 
clearly as possible the prin- 
ciple which underlies 
the 


subject rather than to at- 
iempt a mere formulation of 
rules of conduct; and the 
principle which an attempt 
has been made to establish 
definitely is that if a man 
would maintain health and 
vigor he must adjust him- 
self to the changes which 
take place in his body at 
various stages of his exist- 
ence. 


However, it may be said 


that there is one general 
rule which is applicable not 
only to this subject but to 
many another problem of 
hygienic living, and that is 
the rule of moderation, the 
golden mean — moderation 
in all things.

— Activity here has 
been given 


temporary impetus by a "Hclldora- 
do" pageant in celebration of the 
days v/hen Tombstone was the sil- 
ver mining center of the world. 


The show opened yesterday with 


a stampede of wild horses from 
the Arizo^ desert. The city's his- 
tory is picturesque. 


Today it is just wh.it its name 
suggests, a monument to the past. 
Half a century ago, when it fabu- 
lously, rich silver mines were pro- 
ducing pack train after pack trn.in 
of the metal, more than 
10.000 


1-ioneers lived here. 
Today 
the 
population is 1,148. 


From 1881. three years after Ed 


^ohiaffelin found silver near the 
winding pioneer trail where the 
town developed, until 1929, Tomb- 
fione was the seat of Cochise coun- 
tl. 
Two years ago the electorate 


voted to move the county govern- 
ment to the newer town of Bisbec. 


Scores of hardy miners, peace of- 


ficers and outlaws, many of whom 
died with their boots on, are bur- 
ied in Boot Hill cemetovy atop a 
litlle rise overlooking the town. 


Three miles away rises the mon- 


ument to Schieffelin Tombstone's 


founder. 
It is a huge cone made 


of native stones, laid by the toil- 
worn h.'inrts of miners who labored 
with Schieffelin. 


Tombstone as the name of the 


town was the ironic reply of a 
man who discovered millions to 
those who would have 
dtsuaded 
him. 


As h3 started on the prospecting 


trip which resulted in his discov- 
ery, Schieffelin was told by army 
officers 
that "with the 
Apaches 


running wild in there now, all 
you'll ever find is a place for your 
own tombstone." 


His discovery of allver was made 


accidentally. 
His burro kicked 
a 


rock which gleamed brightly in 
the sun against the yellow 
of a 


sandwa.-,h. 
Schiefflin followed the 


wash to the outcropping and found 
his fortune— the Tombstone mine. 


Dozens of other mines, all rich 


in sil'-pr, were located within 
a 


few months. For a quarter of a 
century Tombstone was recognized 
as the most lawless mining camp 
of the Southwest. 


Riches cnme easily and wont 


the same way. 
Fortunes changed 


hands nightly in the Crystal Pal- 
ace bar.

That is 
not the question. It is admitted 
that 2.75 beer is "non-Intoxicating 
—and experts admit this—then the 
Volstead Act was not justified. 


Any law that takes away a 


right of the people must be in- 
terpreted literally; that is, It must 
be 
in direct 
opposition to 
the 
right taken away. The Volstead 
Act is ambiguous. Any legislation 
that limits a right of the people 
must be Interpreted in the inter- 
est of the party from whom the 
right was taken away.

park and be known by his name,1 
and gave a city block for a hos-| 
pital to be called the Hermann 
hospital. 
A fund of $100,000 was 


set aside by the will for construc- 
tion of t.he hospital and the resi- 
due of his estate, valued at $2,- 
500,000, was bequeathed as an en- 
dowment, revenues from the latter 
to be used for hospital purposes. 


The will provided that should 


the city fail to carry out condi- 
tions under which the public park 
was donated, it should revert to 
the hospital trustees and should 
both the terms of the public park 
and hospital bequests then be ig- 
nored, the property should pass to 
his heirs at. law. 


Hans Greding and other heirs 


brought suit claiming the property, 
insisting that the land for a pub- 
lic park had been forfeited be- 
cause an 18-hole golf course had 
bem constructed on 
the 
land, 


which was not public because a 
fee was charged; and that the hos- 
pital bequests had been forfeited 
because conditions of the will had 
not been followed.
